She added that 
he worried a great deal about his 
financial troubles and wes “des- 
perate.” 

Katz, head of Reed Ice Cream 
stores, several weeks ago made 
an application for a $3000 loan to 
the Mound City Trust Co., where 
he was not a regular customer, 
and he was turned down, it was 
learned. As collateral he offered 
property at 4629 Natural Bridge 
avenue, one of his branch stores. 

Killed by Truck Guard. 

It was outside the Mound City 
bank that the 45-year-old busi- 
ness man staged the daring rob- 
bery attempt and was killed by a 
truck guard Friday morning. 

The Reed Home Made Ice 
Cream Co., which has headquar- 
ters in Omaha, said Katz had 
bought Reed’s St. Louis outlet 
under a contract calling for pay- 
ment of royalties; and the con- 
tract had been fulfilled. The last 
royalties were paid recently, end- 
ing the Omaha firm’s connection 
with the St. Louis operations, it 
Was reported. 

When Katz bought the St. Louis 
outlet, it consisted of one store 
at 4805 Page boulevard. Since 
then he had expanded the busi- 
ness inté a five-store —— ;

Back in Trenton Driscoll said 
the visit was “personal” and that 
the two discussed “‘domestic prob- 
lems with particular emphasis on 
federal-state relationships.” © He 
repeated he did not want a Cab- 
inet post. 

Eisenhower and his wife re- 
turned to New York by train early 
today from Washington, where 
last night they attended a reun- 
ion of the general’s 1915 class at 
West Point. They traveled in a 
private car on a regular ‘train. 
They drove directly to their home 
from Pennsylvania station, és- 
corted by motorcycle police and 
secret service men.

An American spokesman said 
that the United States tried- to 
get Foreign Secretary Anthony 
en to agree to far-reaching 
changes in the Indian resolution. 
The Uni States wants to 
spell out in unmistakable terms 
the machinery for repatriation of 
war prisoners that would prevent 
their forcible return to Commu- 
nist zones at any time. President- 
elect EZisenhower has 
this principle laid down by the 
outgoing Truman administration. 
The United States position was 
presented to Eden and British 
Minister: of State Selwyn Lloyd 
by United States delegate Ernest 
Gross at a meeting of more than

Public Members Reported 
Se Decided In Case 


Putnam Gives in’ to 


Coal Miners. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 22 (AP)— 
Most public members of the Wage 
Stabilization Board were reported 
today resolved to resign if Eco- 
nomic Stabilizer Roger Putnam 
directly overrules their cutback 
order in the soft coal wage case. 

The decision to resign from the 
WSB would be based on the the- 
ory, it was said, that granting 
John L. Lewis’s 375,000 soft coal 
miners the full $1.90 daily pay 
increase would amount to aban- 
doning the fight against inflation. 

The WSB majority cut the in- 
crease to $1.50 last month and 
Lewis and the industry appealed 
to Putnam to overrule the WSB 
and allow the full amount. 

The four public members of 
the WSB, which also has mem- 
bers representing industry and 
labor, refused to comment on the 
report that they will walk out if 
Putnam grants the $1.90 wage: 
boost. 

But from sources close to the 
board it was learned that such a 
decision has been made by most 
of the public members. 

The public members of the 
board include its chairman, 
Archibald Cox; Charles Killings- 
worth, Herman Lazarus and Har- 
old Enarson. 

The reported walk-out would 
likely not take place if Putnam 
allowed the extra 40 cents to 
seep into miners’ pay checks 
through some fringe benefit or 
other, but not as straight wages. 

Putnam has tried futilely to 
get the approval of Lewis and 
Harry M. Moses, president of the 
Bituminous Coal Operators As- 
sociation, to a “compromise” plan 
which, should Putnam adopt. it, 
would probably be accepted by 
the public members. 

Putnam’s compromise plan, as 
reported by a reliable official 
close to the situation, was this: 
He wanted the contract contain- 
ing the $1.90 wage increase re- 
written and the wage boost re- 
as ordered by 
the W.S.B. A new provision would 
be added, however, increasing the 
miners’ annual vacation payment 
by $80 apiece. 

On the basis of a 200-day work 
year, the $80 would exactly equal 
the amount of wages lost by drop- 


ping 40 cents from the wage in-. 


crease. 

Both union and industry sources 
were reported to feel that Put- 
nam’s effort to win consent for 
this proposal and his willingness 
to advance it indicated that he 
was finding it extremely difficult 
to. overrule the WSB and order 
its decision reversed on a straight \ 
wage basis.

HE Marshall Plan has been trying 
in five years to undo in Greece the 
calamities of five centuries.

(Curtain and play its part in protecting 
the way of life which ancient Greece gave 
to the free world such haste has been 
imperative. .. | 

It is a Herculean task. Agriculture, ani- 
mal husbandry, land reclamation, flood con- 
trol, irrigation; reforestation, transport and 
communications, electrifcation of rural areas 
and power for industriés, decentralization of 
government administration, vocational train- 
ing, public health—our aid touches prac- 
tically every aspect of Greek life. With only 
advisory powers, the successive Marshall Plan 
missions, like our military missions, have had 
to work always through Greek government 
agencies. 

Since July, 1947, the American taxpay- 

_ers have invested approximately two bil- 
lion dollars in the reconstruction and 
' strengthening of Greece, $724,000,000 of it 
for military purposes, and $1,200,000,000 for 
economic purposes. 

Statistics show great progress. To one who 
* ean compare the appearance of the Greeks 
itoday with the Greeks of 1946 and 1947, the 
figures are borne owt by the fact that the 
people look better fed and better clothed, 
and that gestures are far freer. Despite the 
very high cost of living due to inflation, the 
very low wages and salaries, and the ever- 
present fear of another ‘war, the look on 
Greek faces today is one of hope and even 
confidence.

GREECE 1S STILL POOR, ie not only 
because its tréasury is empty. «Nor isrft be- 
cause if is ‘made up largely of very rocky 
mountains, denuded of trees and top-soil. 
Greece certainly is not poor because of its 
people, for they are intelligent and able. 

Greece is. poor. primarily because its 

strategic position in the Eastern Mediter- . 

ranean has brought one invasion and mili- 

tary: occupation after another. The weak 

condition of Greece today comes from the 
bombings, killings and executions perpe- 
trated: in Greece by the Italians, the Ger- 
mans and the Bulgars during the second 

World War. It comes from the destruction, 
‘ physical and, still worse, psychological, by 

the Greek ELAS—the guerrilla force un; 

der Communist direction—in its uprising 
in 1944 when, with the British arms sup- 
plied it to fight the Germans, and the 
arms which the departing Germans turned 
_over to it to fight the British, the ELAS 
made its first. effort te seize Greece for 
the Communist revolution. Greece was still 
further weakened by the second Greek 
guerrilla attack in 1947-50, when, aided by 

Russia, Yugoslavia, Bulgaria and Albania, 

the Greek Communists again tried to sweep 

Greece into the Russian orbit. 


To rebuild the 5000 villages — 
estroyed these several recent. enemies 0 
“| free praaed to restore the devastated fields 
to productivity, and to replace the thousands 
of donkeys, mules, sheep and cattle killed by 
the invading armies or stolen by the Greek 
guerrillas would have been burden. enough 
on the Greek government and the American 
missions. But the problem is far deeper, for 
it begins with the disastrous effects of the 
long Turkish occupation after the fall of Con- 
stantinople, the capital of the Greek Byzan- 

tine world, in 1453. 

It was only in 1912—forty years ago—that 
the whole of present-day Greece was free 
from the dead hand of Turkish rule. Ten 


years later, in. the ‘unsuccessful. effort to- 


liberate the Greeks still under the Turks in 
Constantinople, Thrace and Asia , Minor, 
Greece suffered a disaster far greater than 
its deféat, for the country of 5,000,000, al- 
ready unable to feed ‘its own people, was 
swamped with 1,500,000 more Greeks fleeing 
from Turkish massacres. Their absorption 
completely upset the Greek. economy and 
saddled the country with a permanent unem- 
ployment problem. : 

Still more costly, it destroyed the political 
balance, for from these uprooted people in 
their refugee villages came some of the lead- 
ers and much of the support for the Commu- 
nist party, and sl its uprising in 1947-49.

amounts. of food and clothing for the ‘700,000 
refugees from the guerrillas, undertook the 
quick restoration of the means of transporf 
and comunication. 

The retreating Germans, to delay pursuit 
and to render the country useless to the 
Allied Powers, had dynamited every airfield 
and practically every bridge on the railroads 
and highways as well as the breakwaters and 
dry docks and warehouses of Piraeus, Sa- 
lonika, Volos and the other Greek ports, and 
had sunk hundreds of ships in every harbor 
pre strategic channel, including the Corinth | 
Canal. 


The situation was only too favorable to the | 


Communist guerrillas who were sweeping 
down from. the mountains on helpless vil- 
lages while the Greek Army was unable to 
reach them for. lack of transport.

To make it possible for American supplies 
to be landed and to flow over the country 
the mission engineers, working with Ameri- 
can contractors and -Greek, labor,..centered 
their efforts on reconstruction of the major 
ports and highways, repairing and expanding 
the airfields and clearing the canal. Many 


i places of work were in disputed territory. 


Even though. by Greek troops, 
about $00 Greek ¥ Were killed or 
wounded by. the vereriion oF kidnapped 
and forcibly inducted into the Communist 
bands. In spite of the danger, and of the 
threats. of the guerrilla bandits over their 
loud-speakers placed. on the mountain tops 
that they would kill the Greeks who were 
working for the. “Fascist Greek Govern- 
ment,” and the “Anglo-American neo 
monarcho-fascists,”. and would wreak ven- 
geance on their families, there was never 
any dearth of labor. 

Late in 1949 the roadbed of the line from 
Athens to Salonika was at last repaired in 
emergency fashion and the Greeks had sal- 
vaged enough. parts of engines and cars 
burned by the Axis, or shoved off into can- 
yons and into the canal, to send the first 
train in six years over the road. Since then 
the railroads have been reconstructed perma- 
nently and supplied with new rolling stock, 
largely from Italy under the’ Reparations 
Agreement with Greece.

IN JULY, 1948, Greece came under the 
Marshall Plan and the name of the American 
Mission for Aid to Greece was changed to 
the Economic Co-operation Administration. 
Under the ECA the main highways and many 
secondary roads have been completed and 
many new roads built by Greek labor with 
our aid, 

With the ending of the guerrilla war in 
1949, the ECA mission shifted its emphasis 
to providing the government with funds to 
restore. the villages damaged or: destroyed: in 
the wars, and to repatriate the thousands of 
refugees who had been living under ex- 
tremely crowded conditions in the larger 
cities and towns and in camps and school- | 
houses. 

With our aid, the Greek Government has 
rebuilt 365,000 houses and has’ resettled 80 
per cent. of the refugees. But in 1951, with 
the reduction in appropriations: by our Con- 
gress, the further burden of the 137,000

A MOST SUCCESSFUL PROJECT of the 
mission’s food and agriculture division, and 
one in which it takes great pride, is the 
introduction of our own Agricultural Exten- 
sion Service program, with its county agents, 
into Greek rural life. The Greek Depart- 
ment of Agriculture and its research labora- 
tories. are very good. But the scientists 
stayed in the schools, ‘and little effort was 
given to spreading their findings among the 
farmers. 

Under the American mission, . sounty 
agents from Illinois, Indiana, Kansas, Vir- 
.ginia; North Carolina and Florida are 
training Greek agriculture directors for 
each province. Some of these provincial 
directors. are being sent to the United 
States for further training. 

Greek farmers are eager for new ideas. 
They have taken to hybrid corn with gusto. 
Mission agents are showing them how to 
control. pests, to prune olive trees, grade 
figs, oranges and currants and pack them for 
domestic and: foreign markets. 

The program includes home canning dem- 
onstrations. Some 3500'Greek boys and girs 
also have been enrolled in 80-odd. clubs 
modeled after our own 4-H Clubs. 

Throughout Greece today there are .vast 
tracts: of productive fields which ‘five years 
ago ‘were salt marshes. Land has been 
‘drained, irrigated and planted to rice to 
leach the salt of 2000 years, and so to make 
the.soil fit. for cotton and other crops.: Riv- 
‘ers. are. being held within banks by dikes; 
drainage ditches are: being built. New wells 
have brought water to the villages.

Taken aback by this uiiprecedented re- 
sistance, Talmadge was thrown on the defen- 
sive. Meanwhile, a citizens’ group organized 
to combat one of his constitutional amend- 
ment schemes to gain a stranglehold on the 
election machinery of the state was hitting 
the Governor with everything. from Uncle. 
Remus to the U.D.C. (which everybody down 
here knows stands for United Daughters of 
the Confederacy). 

Although overshadowed by the presi- 
dential campaign and the drive to split the 
Solid South, the contest over this consti- 
tutional. amendment was a terrific fight 
with far-reaching. implications. When the 
smoke of battle cleared on. the night of 
Nov. 4 and the ballots were counted, Gov.

I was born and 
reared in Mooreville, seven miles east 
of Tupelo, where my parents still re- 
side, I graduated from Tupelo High 
school and I’m proud of the many 
friends I have there. 


Newell Anderson alleges that while 
he was circulation manager for the 
Tupelo Journal he was taken for a ride 
by two hooded men one night and or- 
déred to leave town by 6 the following 
night. The spokesman for the hooded 
men is reported to have told Anderson 
that: he “didn’t like Yankees.” Subse- 
quent to this remark I have read in the 
editorial of a local newspaper something 
about “it is distressing to see the bloody 
shirt of sectional prejudice held aloft 
in any instance. 

From the knowledge I have gained 
of people in Northeast Mississippi, I 
feel confident there is no sectional 
prejudice existing. Several years ago a 
young man and his family from Boston 
moved next door to my parents. He 
has been and is employed in Tupelo. 
Their Yankee background has been no 
handicap. They’re just good Americans. 


If Anderson had the experience he 
relates, which I doubt, it was effected 
through the same type of characters 
who function in other towns and cities 
—the lawless element. As a result of 
this experience I do not feel that North 
Mississippians could be properly classed 
as people who bear sectional prejudice 
any more than we could attach the 
stigma of killing to the citizenry of St. 
Louis, Chicago or New York as a result 
of a gang killing. 

I hope the investigation of this case 
will bring out the real facts, for I have 
no doubt these facts will disprove that 
prejudice against Yankees obtains.

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Fe or a » Metropolitan Transit Authority 


The Post-Dispatch believes that a metropolitan 
transit authority offers the best way to protect 
mass transportation in Greater St. Louis. 

This means public ownership. It means pub- 
lic ownership without the slightest trace of 
political interference, sure of its financial foun- 
dation and representative of the entire area to 
be served. 

Public ownership is not a panacea, in.transit 
or anything else. It deserves consideration only 
as a last resort, But has St. Louis not come to 
that resort? This is the transit picture here: 

Transit riding declines, service ie cut, fares 
are raised, more passengers quit busses to 
drive autos, service is cut again, fares go up 
again, the streets fill with autos, congestion 


slows the autos and busses al on 
and on, That is the transit «whirl. 


Meanwhile the County Transit Co. is strug- 
gling financially. St. Louis Public Serviee Co. 
has doubled its fares since the wer while the 
number of riders has dropped by more than: 
half. Half the riders—twice the price. 

At this rate the city will wind up with a 
luxury transit system or none at all. And can 


anyone think of a progressing St. Louis without | 


mass transportation? That way lies civic decay. 
Yet there is no easy way out. 
. ~ * 


Stricter public regulation of the transit utility’ 


is one suggestion. But the Missouri Public Serv-- 


ice Commission has been obliged repeatediy to 


permit fare increases to protect the rate of re- 


turn of the transit company. 

The company itself cannot match the Rinian 
for better service without using its profits to do 
so. The hard fact is that the company is in 
business to make a profit and its profits are not 
higher than those of other utilities here. 

What, then, is the alternative? Public owner- 
ship offers the only prospect of locating the 
money to improve service. It would save much 
-in profits, taxes and some other charges.. That 
is the argument for it. , : 

A public system would operate without divi- 
dends. This might save $700,000 a year or more. 
While profits of $1,600,000 yearly may accrue 
to Public Service stockholders with the new 
fares, not all this could be saved. A public 
transit authority would begin with a debt and 
have to pay interest on it. 

A public system also would save taxes. It 
would escape the federal income tax which 
amounts to perhaps $1,800,000 a year against 
Public Service. It would save federal and city 
gas taxes and some license taxes of about $174,- 
000 a year. 

This does not take account of more than 
$1,500,000 in local taxes annually paid to the 
city and county. A publicly owned system could 
and probably should continue to make’ payments 
to the local governments in lieu of these taxes, 
and still save the public sizable sums in federal 
income taxes, gasoline and license taxes. 

In addition, a public system possibly would 
not. have to pay as much as the private company 
to accident victims. ‘Local juries have been 
tough in accident awards against the private 
concern. Some experts think that here a public 
system could perhaps save $500,000 a year. 

Thus the total savings involved in public 
ownership might, as:an estimate, amount to 
$3,200,000 a year. This considerable sum 
could be used for faster, more frequent serv- 
ice. And it is essential for the transit system 


to attract more riders if it is to operate low- 
cost transportation. 


a on . 
Traffic also is caught in the transit whirl. 
More bus riders mean fewer motorists, less 
congestion and faster btsses. The Mayor’s 


Transit Ownership Committee already has sug- 


gested that a transit agency be given some power 


‘to control traffic. 


Even with such steps public ownership is no 
automatic utopia. The trend toward higher 
costs and traffic congestion affects transit sys- 
tems everywhere. But under wise management 
and with practical financing a metropolitan tran- 
sit authority could begin to- reverse the present 
spiral of reduced service at higher. cost. 

Fortunately the St. Louis area is already 


‘moving in the direction of such an authority. 


Petitions have been circulated for a Board ‘of 
Freeholders to plan a metropolitan transit au- 


thority. The freeholders’ plan must be sub 


mitted for final approval to the voters of both: 
’ “city and county. : 
If the petitions are found valid by the city 


and county election boards—and the city signa- 


- tures have been checked enough to assure their 


validity—the project will soon be under way. 
Then this area will expect appointment of free- 


holders capable of meeting the exacting task * 


ahead of them. 


They must be men of experience in business 
and public life, above local or political partisan- 


ship. For the vlan. which they present to the 


_ voters must be virtually foolproof before it will 


be accepted.

Experience in other cities shows that public 


transit systems rise or fall with the type of 
management and financing they are given. The 
basic requirements are clear: ; 

(1) The transit.authority must be non-politi- 
cal. Politics has no place in a business, public 
or otherwise, But there are tested mechanisms 
for providing nonpartisan boards and keeping 
them out of political reach. Non-politicat man- 
agement should be an indispensable condition of 
public ownership in’St. Louis, : 


With such a board of dire¢tors, Cleveland, 
Chicago and Seattle operate efficient transit 
lines. But under direct political City Hall con- 
trol, the transit systems in New. York, Boston,,. 
Detroit and San Francisco have become partisan 
issues and face constant. deficits. 


(2) The transit authority should represent the 
area it will serve. This means the metropolitan 
area, not just the city. The 1876 city limits are 
no limit to the needs of mass transportation. 
St. Louis county already has close to half the 
population of the city. The welfare of both dis- 
tricts is dependent on the bus lines, 

Mayor Darst, after first proposing a metro- 
politan authority, has now added to the confu- 
sion by promoting a plan for city ownership. 
This idea ignores the healthy trend toward 
metropolitan unity and brings transit operations 
close to City Hall. The Board of Aldermen should 
reject this plan, 

(3) The transit authority must have a firm 
financial foundation. Certainly a public system 
cannot succeed if it pays too high a price for 
its equipment, incurs a huge debt and interest 
charges, or has to run to local governments for 
hand-outs, 

Chicago and Cleveland transit systems prove 
that financing should be done with bonds paid 
off out of revenue. The politically operated sys- 
tems try to hold down fares by dipping into the 
city treasury. ‘This means the taxpayers foot 
the transit bill. 


The freeholders, of cburse, will not be able 
to close negotiations for a public transit system. 
But they should be able to give the public a 
plain statement of the -cost of this important 
project. The charter which they offer for public 
approval might establish a limit on the price. 

In short, the voters will expect a Board of 

Freeholders to assure them of a nog-political 

area-wide plan for public ownership, with 


dollars-and-cents evidence to. justify it. 
ee * . ‘ 


That, in our opinion, offers the best hope of 
achieving a better transit system in St. Louis. 
For this area simply cannot afford to permit 
slow stagnation of its transportation. : The. maga- 
zine Business Week has summarized the costly 
trend of less transit and more private traffic: 

Cities suffer from the endless cost of 
building highways; bridges, tunnels and 
parking projects, Business is lost and realty 

values depressed by traffic congestion. .. . 

Depreciation of commuting service leads 

directly to depreciation of realty values. 

Business Week concluded that “the result {s 
a financial snarl, a population trend, a market- 
ing shift and a traffic jam all rolled into one: 
So many interests are involved that it will take' 
a co-ordinated attack to do any good.” 

Can St. Louis and St. Louis county muster a 
co-ordinated attack? The use of a joint Board 
of Freeholders offers the opportunity. By that 


- means the metropolitan area can attain a metro- 


politan transportation system.

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Soliloquy of an Old Philosopher 


Anyone who like myself was born and 
grew up in the early years of the unity 
and liberty of Italy must proclaim in 
every company and against all opponents, 
that he knows what it is to have lived the 
greater and best part of his life in a sub- 
lime spiritual atmosphere. 


He “knows,” he does not merely “feel” 
it; for these words of his: are no mere 
effusion of a nostalgic sentiment for the 
past, or even an imaginative picture of it, 
but an affirmation of the very truth. 


And as an affirmation, in the strict 
sense, it claims to be distinguished from 
that sort of utopia projected into the past, 
which leads men to think that some golden 
age ever fleeted the time in “blissful 
ignorance,” a phrase which is purely non- 
sensical. — 


At the time of which I speak, as in 
every other, men lived a human, not a 
superhuman or heavenly life, a life marred 
by cares and griefs, sorrows, solitude, 
despair, sullied by reprehensible. deeds. 
It could not even be called more moral 
or less moral than the life of earlier or 
later generations, for morality is an inner 
energy, whose quality cannot be measured, 


and whose external manifestations, which. 


alone can be measured, are mere events, 


and as such neither moral nor immoral. 


The period to which my thoughts and 
memories now recur rejoiced in the calm 
assurance of a secure, full, and fruitful 
expansion of energies, and a noble co- 
operation of man with man. It saw all 
men as possessed of equal rights, without 
Slavery or despotism, all at liberty to ex- 
press their thoughts and to further their 
policies, under the free judgment of pub- 
lic opinion, which, in spite of inevitable 
oscillations and mistakes, usually in the 
end supported truth and equity. 


An Exalted Ideal 


At this period the development of. the 
human spirit had attained in Italy and 


Europe a more reflective self-conscious- . 


ness, coherence, and harmony than had 


ever before been reached by that dynamic 


tendency to liberty which gives history 
its positive progress, It was an exalted 
ideal of liberty that now shone forth as

By Benedetto Croce 


Italy’s most famous modern philosoph- 
er, who died last week, wrote the essay 
from which these excerpts are taken in 
January, 1942. He placed it at the end 
of his latest volume * ee. Trans- 
lated by E. F. Carritt, reprinted 
in “The World's Best, » MW died by Whit 
Burnett (The Dial Press).

Higher wages and _ shorter 
hours, Humphrey declared, would 
result in greater productivity, 
which would eventually permit a 

price reduction. 

Humphrey is a trustee of the 
Committee for Economic De- 
velopment, and has worked on 
several committees of the busi- 
ness men’s organization which 
helped develop its program 
on taxation and Government 
spending. 

The CED recommends clip- 
ping four billion dollars a year 
from miiltary expenditures by 
eliminating “waste and inef- 
ficiency” and trimming addi- 
tional sums by slashing public 
works, cutting Government pur- 
chase of housing mortgages, 
and reducing aids to agricul- 
ture other than price supports. 

Other CED proposals ap- 
proved by Humphrey include 
lower income taxes for all, 
eliminating the excess profits 
tax and the “double taxation” 
of corporate profits (the com- 
pany pays an income tax and 
the stockholder who receives a 
dividend is taxed again), and 
imposing “a temportary tax on 
retail sales” if necessary to bal- 
ance the budget. 

Although Humphrey has long 
been a power behind the scenes 
in Ohio Republican politics, 
Cleveland observers believe his 
selection was due more to his 
friendship with Paul Hoffman, 
former head of the Economic Co- 
operation Administration, and 
Gen. Lucius Clay than to any 
sponsorship of Senator Taft. Four 
years ago, Humphrey was chair- 
man of a business men’s commit- 
tee which advised Hoffman and 
Clay on the dismantling of Ger- 
man war industries. 

Humphrey is taking what he 
calls “a terrific reduction in pay” 
to enter the Cabinet — but you 
can’t turn down a call like this,” 
he says. — 

One of His Biggest Thrills. 

The call to go to New York to 
talk to Eisenhower about his 

rospective appointment gave the 

year-old business man his big- 
gest thrill since he was star half- 
back on the Saginaw high school 
football team which won the 
Michigan State championship in 
1907, or the day in 1936 when he’ 
watched his son, Gilbert, kick the 
field goal which gave Yale a 14-13 
gridiron victory over Harvard. 

Humphrey was born at Cheboy- 
gan, Mich., in 1890, son of the 
community's leading attorney. He 
followed in his father’s footsteps, 
studying law at the University of 
Michigan. In 1917, he left a 
prosperous practice at Saginaw to 
become counsel for the Hanna Co. 
in - Cleveland. 

The Hanna Co., founded by 
Mark Hanna, onetime Republican 
“kingmaker” and adviser to Pres- 
ident William McKinley, is an 
unorthodox $200,000,000 corpora- 
tion which controls coal and iron 
mines, steel mills, rayon and plas- 
tic factories, and a fleet of Great 
Lakes freighters. It is both a 
holding company and an operating 
firm. In alliance with other great 
corporations, it controls vast in- 
dustries and enterprises in the 
United States and Canada. 

Humphrey became its president 
in 1929, and kept it profitable 
even in the worst depression 
years. Restless and energetic, he 
plunged it into one new project 
after another. 

“Work Hard to Do It.” 

Time after time, he would out- 
line an idea to his associates, then 
sit back and listen attentively as 
they riddled it ‘with objections. 
Then, leaning forward after every- 
one else had spoken, he would 
pronounce softly: “Gentlemen, it 
sounds impossible, so we'll have 
to work hard to do it.”

He 
also put together the Pittsburgh 
Consolidation Coal Co., world’s 
largest producer of bituminous 
coal.

The little 
publicized project, which entails 
construction of railroads and 
docks as well as mechanized 
mines, is being carried on with 
the aid of the greatest private 
airlift in history. 


Humphrey has steadily refused 
to provide air transportation to 
the Labradcr project for report- 
ers and photographers, contend- 
ing they would “use up plane 
space we need for the work.” 


He has never been particularly 
fond of publicity.

Few rank and file Republican 
party workers ever heard of him, 


but Humphrey was one of the 
men whose financial contribu- 
tions helped keep the G.O.P. vig- 
orously alive in Ohio through 
the party’s “lean years.” He is 
credited with bankrolling the ef- 
ficient Cuyahoga County Repub- 
lican Organization of Cleveland 
Congressman George H. Bender, 
cheerleader of the Taft demon- 
— at the Chicago conven- 
icn. 


“I’ve backed Bob Taft every 
time he has run. for office,” 
Humphrey said in an interview. 
“I was for him for the presiden- 
tial nomination, but when the 
convention chose Gen. Eisen- 
hower, I got behind him, and did 
all I could to assure his election.” 

Humphrey said he had no per- 
sonal contact: with Eisenhower 
until he was summoned to discuss 
the cabinet appointment. 


“I didn’t seek the job, or any 
other political appointment,” 
Humphrey insisted. “I have no 
definite plans other than to go 
to Washington as soon as I can 
get my affairs in order here and 
learn as much as I can about the 
Treasury Department.” 


He said his first telegram of 
congratulations came from Sena- 
tor Harry F. Byrd, Virginia Dem- 
ocrat and advocate of reduced 
federal spending.

INDUSTRIAL PRODUCTIVITY 
is another task attacked by the 
American mission. 

The Greeks have no great in- 
dustries but in the last 60 years 
they have been developing many 
small ones. These were totally 
destroyed or severely damaged 
during the wars but with Mar- 
shall Plan loans they have been 
restored to a very satisfactory 
level. 

Re-equipped with American aid 
the cement factories are export- 
ing large orders, chiefly to Turkey 
for defense purposes, and Greek 
bauxite is being shipped to the 
United States. 

The chief textile mills, six cot- 
ton and one woolen, in the Mace- 
donian town of Naoussa, were 
burned down by the guerrillas

Personally popular and free of 
any scandal in his three and a 
half years as Governor, McKay 
generally has gone along with 
Oregon’s dominant business and 
industrial groups in most matters 
of public policy. 

On the eve of.the recent elec- 
tion, he delivered a_ blistering 
radio attack on Senator Wayne 
L. Morse, the liberal Republican 
from the state, who had bolted 
the party to indorse Gov. Steven- 
son for President. 

Veteran of Both World Wars. 

A veteran of both world wars 
and a Purple Heart winner from 
the first, McKay served many 
terms in the state Senate. He won 
the Republican gubernatorial 
nomination in 1948 from Gov. 


John H. Hall, whom McKay cri- 


ticized for unwise handling of the 
State Land Board, which admin- 
isters school timber lands. After 
his election, however, McKay 
assumed no leadership in spon- 
soring reforms in state forestry 
management, 


In 1950 MeKay was elected to 
a-full four-year term as Gover- 
nor, decisively beating his Demo- 
cratic adversary, Austin F. Flegel. 
McKay’s philosophy has been 
generally conservative. As a 
legislator, he voted for a 3 per 
cent sales tax, although labor 
unions were able to beat the levy 
at a referendum. The American 
Federation of Labor and the CIO 
in the state backed McKay’s un- 
successful opponents in both his 
gubernatorial campaigns. 


During the bitter inter- 
agency battles over devclop- 
ment of the watershed of the 
Columbia river, McKay has 
been regarded as a partisan 
of the Army Engineers, who 
have been engaged in a series 
of jurisdictional controversies 
with many of the Interior De- 
partment Bureaus which now 
= come under McKay’s con- 
trol. 


McKay, whose home is in the 
Willamette valley, where he is 
a Chevrolet dealer at Salem, 
has been one of the leading 
advocates of a flood-control and 
power project to control the 
tributaries of the Willamette 
river. This project is super- 
vised by the Army Engineers. 
McKay also has been active in 
the American Legion and this 
could be a further factor in his 
alleged partiality for the Army 
in regional development activ- 
ities. 

McKay was bitterly criticized 
by a number of newspapers for 
not participating in a recent ref- 
erendum fight in Oregon over an 
effort by big interstate truckers 
to eliminate the state’s weight- 
distance tax on commercial high- 
way vehicles. In fact, McKay 
was accused of favoring. the 
truckers when he ordered the 
State Highway Commission not: 
to participate in the campaign. 
The truckers were defeated at 
the polls.

NE may infer, after a 
() retrospective examination, 

that Mrs. Campbell could 
have reinforced her career and 
sustained it for life by be- 
coming a Shaw specialist. As it 
was her life went into a pathetic 
diminuendo and ended in pover- 
ty with ‘no acceptable bids for 
her still considerable talents. 
Her genius for personal man- 
agement led Alexander Wooll- 
cott to say that she was like a 
sinking ship that fired on every 
craft that tried to help her. 

Shaw, of course, was much 
more than a friendly craft. In 
his own way he was deeply in 
love with Stella Campbell and 
even after the more exuberant 
phase of his passion had sub- 
sided his attitude remained 
steadfastly affectionate. Yet he 
refused unequivocally to permit 
the publication of their letters 
until both he and Mrs. Shaw 
had died though he was quite 
aware of Mrs. Campbell's des- 
perate financial situation. 

His reasons were conven- 
tional. It would violate good 
taste and embarrass Charlotte 
(Mrs. Shaw), He reminded 
Stella that she had always prid- 
ed herself on “acting like a gen- 
tleman” and a gentleman “did 
not kiss and tell.” 

It is possible, too, that an un- 
mentioned fear of vulgar ridi- 
cule may have restrained him. 
He was a bearded 56 and Stella 
was a widow in her early forties 
at thé time his letters were 
most. intimate, most daring and 
most extravagant.

When 
the great river later to be 
named the Mississippi was 
found, it seemed to hold the 
answer to that search.

AY BERGMAN’S book on 

trout and trout-fishing has 

come to be just about the 
American classic on the sub- 
ject, and a second revised edi- 
tion is welcome since the 1938 
original has been rather hard 
to come by. The work has been 
considerably enlarged, espe- 
cially by some chapters on the 
use of the spinning reel and 
rod in the pursuit of the most 
wary of game fish. 

Bergman tells just about all 
there is to know about rods, 
reels, lines, the various kinds 
of flies (including how to tie 
them) and other lures which 
produce fish, and he tells how 
to use them under varying con- 
ditions. Unlike some writers, 
he does not hesitate to stress 
the fundamentals of good an- 
gling: how to study water, how 
to take your position, how to

it out. This is important since 
the fine points mean little to 
one not well grounded in the 
fundamentals.

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STUDY SHOWS THIS|China Reds to Launch Ambitious 


AREA HAS AMPLE 
SUPPLY OF WATER 


Only Fraction of Amount) 


Available Being Used 
— Purity Factor Also 
Cited by Experts.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 22—With 
other sections of the country 
plagued by recurrent drouths, 
the Geological Survey in the In- 
terior Department, after a study 
of the St. Louis area, has come 
to the conclusion that this is one 
industrial area that need not be 
concerned about the adequacy or 
purity of its water supply for 


many years, 

Engineers for the Geological 
Survey gathered data for the St. 
Louis watershed over a period of 
years and compiled it into book- 
let of nearly 60 pages replete 
with charts, maps, and statistical 
tables. 

Their conclusion is that St. 
Louis is now consuming only a 
few tenths of one per cent of 
the water available to it. 

Secretary of the Interior Oscar 
Chapman, in whose department 
the Geological Survey operates, 
observed the purity of the water 
becomes an important considera- 
tion for the seven principal util- 
ities which distribute it. Purifica- 
tion treatment by the distributing 
utilities has solved this problem, 
the report says. 

One of the reasons for under- 
taking the study was the im- 
portance of the St. Louis area as 
an industrial center among the 
major industrial areas of the 
country. The survey ranks it 
ninth, but perhaps more vital 
than some others because of the 
wide diversification of its indus- 
tries. 

Chapman added as his own con- 

usion that water in sufficient 
quantity, of suitable quality and 
at a favorable price is essential to 
most industries. The survey re- 
port makes it abundantly clear 
that the St. Louis area meets 
these qualifications. — 

As the technicians who made 
the study said in their summary: 

“The facts presented in this re- 
port support the statement that 
the water resources of St. Louis 
area are capable of supporting all 
the industry that the strategic lo- 
cation, excellent land, water and 


. air transportation, and the many 


other advantages of the area 
might attract.” 

The area covered extends about 
42 miles north and. south and 
about 23 miles east and west. 

Even under the favorable con- 
ditions survey technicians found 
in the St. Louis watershed, they 
warn that advance planning to re- 
move silt, and other contamina- 
tion will be necessary in the years 
to come to preserve or expand 
water resources of the area.

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Industrialization Plan in 1953 


Such Efforts Up to Now Have Been Ham- 
pered by Graft, Sabotage and ~—s 
Lack of Planning.

HONG KONG, Noy. 22 (AP)— 
The Communist rulers of China 
will launch an ambitious indus- 
trialization program in 1953 in 
that sprawling land of peasants, 
and a Moscow-minded Chinese 
will crack the whip. 

With a wealth of natural re- 
sources and cheap manpower, and 
with Russian technical advice, 
Peiping expects to erect an indus- 
trial system upon a base that has 
been agricultural since time out 


of mind. 

A state planning committee in 
the Russian manner has been set 
up to boss an industrialization 
campaign whose outline is slowly 
unfolding in bits and pieces of 
Peiping broadcasts and publica- 


| tions. 


The campaign has been placed 
in the hands of Kao Kang, an ar- 
dent member of the Moscow 
clique in Mao Tze-tung’s inner 
ruling circle. Kao also is head of 
the Chinese-Russian Friendship 
Association. 


boss of Manchuria, has been 
named chairman of the new. state 
planning committee. 


Experience in Manchuria. 


He has had considerable expe- 
rience in this field for the past 
two years in attempting to rebuild 
the great Manchurian industrial 
apparatus constructed by the Jap- 
anese before World War II and 
then stripped by the Russians in 
the last days of the Pacific war. 

Some indication of what the 
Chinese. reds have in mind comes 

m the Peiping Peoples Daily, 
official Communist organ. It said 
in an editorial Nov. 18: 

“Our forthcoming construction 
will be on an unprecedented scale. 
Mammoth, complex modern enter- 
prises of key significance to 
China will be one after another 
from now on.” 

Peoples daily said that among 
favorable conditions for fulfilling 
this goal were China’s resources, 
manpower and assistance from the 
Soviet Union. 

Another hint of large-scale eco- 
nomic construction was‘ dropped 
by Chen Yun, chairman of the 
committee of financial and eco- 
nomic affairs of the Government’s 
Administration council. Chen told 
the committee recently to stress 
basic construction of new indus- 
try for China over the next few 
years. 

Chen called for a concentration 
of the best administrators, tech- 
nicians and skilled workers in the 
country for basie construction. 

Lack of Trained Personnel. 

The lack of trained personnel 
has been one of the glaring weak- 
nesses of Communist industrializa- 
tion efforts thus far. This weak- 
ness was plugged in part by the 


‘Importation of Soviet skilled tech- 


hicians. 

There are indications that the 
flow of Soviet technical experts 
will be stepped up, possibly as an 
outgrowth of high-level Moscow 
talks last September on Chinese- 
Russian economic affairs. 

Kao Kang’s appointment was 
decided on at a meeting of Mao 
Tze-tung’s ruling Government 
Council, Nov. 15. That meeting 


also tightened Peiping’s control 
over China’s provincial and local 
governments, at which managerial 
levels most of the industrial fail- 
ures and breakdowns of the past

has brought on a wave of acci- 
dents, complaints from workers 
and an outburst of self-criticism.

Boasts of Prowess. 

N a national magazine, 

“Sport” for November, Ar- 

chie Moore, contender for the 
light - - heavyweight champion- 
ship tells of his trials and tri- 
bulations in getting the title 
match with Joe Maxim, cham- 
pion, which is scheduled to be 
fought at The Arena, Dec. 17. 

Archie told his tale to Les- 
ter Bromberg, New York box- 
ing writer who did the story 
for Sport. It was written before 
the- match here had — been 
closed. 

In it; Moore states that’ he 
thinks Maxim is a nice boy. 
“As a champion, he’s different 
He doesn’t fit. Joey could move 
once: but now he has slowed 
down horribly. He never could 
punch. -He knew too much’ for 
that clumsy Bob Murphy and 
he just outlasted Robinson in 
the heat. Maxim doesn’t even 
have a champion’s personality.

Moore’ s Financial Return. 
OORE complains about the 
money he has earned in his 
18 years in the ring. He 
states that when Maxim and 
Ray Robinson fought they drew 
$442,000 and got $90,000 in ad- 
dition through theater TV 
while Archie fought Clarence 
Henry in Baltimore the next 
night and drew $23,000 of 
which he received about $5000. 

“The best purse of my life 
was $8700 for fighting. Jimmy 
Bivins in Baltimore and for the 
last six years I have been lucky 
to average $15,000 per year 
when actually I need $20,000 to 
break even because of the ex- 
penses to which I am put 
through boxing.” 

Moore says that he has never 
fought in Madison Square Gar- 
den but has boxed three times 
in St. Nicholas Arena in New 
York. 

Also he complains of the oft- 
repeated statement that the 
reason he can’t get good fights 
is that he makes poor fights. 

“That’s the biggest lie any- 
body could say,” Moore de- 
clares, “I never have had to be 
warned for failing to hustle.

Top in October 


By WILLIAM KERWIN 

WASHINGTON, D.C.. (INS)— 
Home building leaped to near rec- 
ord levels in October a$ the re- 
moval of government credit con- 
trols perked sales and production 
in virtually all sections of the 
country. 

Despite predictions of a aoc 

turn, builders started work on 
101,000 new houses and apart- 
ments. This was 3000 better than 
September and just 1500 units 
short of setting a new record for 
ober. 
In reporting the rise, the Bu- 
reau of Labor Statistics said “an 
equally strong showing” is indi- 
cated for Novémber, contrary to 
the industry’s practice of curbing 
operations in the cold-weather 
months. 

There was no official explana- 
tion for the building spree but 
government experts said they 
though the relaxation of credit 
controls combined with generally 
favorable weather encouraged the 
industry. 

As a result, officials are saying 
1952 will go down in the books as 
the second best housing year in 


history. The estimated 1,100,000 
\to 1,125,000 new dwellings con- 
| structed this year will be outdone 
only by the 1,396,000 started An 
1950. 

Moreover, BLS experts say pro- 
duction next year will at least 
match 1952 output. Previously, 
officials of other agencies figured 
output in the new year would de- 
cline somewhat below the one 
million mark. .

Plants 
which are grown on sick soils are 
a very poor source of organic 
matter, and besides, legumes are 
exacting in their food require- 
ments. “Corn cam get along on 
‘sow belly ‘and pig poke,’” he 
says, “but legumes are aristo- 


know the exact function of min- 
ute quantities of copper, boron, 
manganese and other trace min- 
érals. Dr. Albrecht suggests that 
they may bé tools which help 
plants manufacture foods needed 
for their own good health—and 
for animal health, too. 

Since it takes the most delicate 
of soil tests to show the need‘for 
minor elements, it is probably ad- 
visable to make an annual appli- 
cation of a special fertilizer that 
contains these minerals. It may be 
mixed with manure or other fer- 
tilizers, or applied separately. 
This small investment can be con- 
sidered worth while, for it is good

Compost Is Better. 


Animal manure, green manure 
and uncooked kitchen wastes can 
be composted right in the garden 
soils, Dr. Albrecht suggests. It is 
much better, however, to maké 
compost on top of the ground if 
you must use poor quality or- 
ganic wastes like sawdust, straw, 
or dried, washed out grass and 
oak leaves, which are as “dead” 
as sawdust. The more deficient 
the organic matter, the more im- 
portant it is to pile it up so that 
it can be processed above ground, 
to keep microbes from passing ni- 
trogen hunger on to the plants. 


To speed the decay of these 
woody wastes (and at the same 
time make a richer, more “nutri- 
tious” compost) add alternate lay- 
ers of animal manure. Straw or 
sawdust, for example, will rot to 
the point of heating when it is 
used as bedding for animals. 
Lacking manure, the leaves or 
sawdust will decompose more 
quickly if each layer is sprinkled 
with chemical fertilizer, pulver- 
ized limestone, superphosphate, or 
wood ashes.

cash orders or purchase commit- 


ments for arms from abroad which 
total half of that amount. 

Figures show a sharp rise dur- 

ing September in shipments and 
a generally brighter picture than 
reflected by President Truman’s 
report to Congress Tuesday on the 
Mutual Security Program during 
the six months that ended last 
June 30. 
- The report disclosed September 
shipment of 985 tanks and com- 
vehicles, 8540 motor transport 
vehicles, 33,505 small arms and 
machine guns and 1858 artillery 
pieces. Up to Nov. 1, officials said 
a total of 15,679 tanks and com- 
bat vehicles, 86,675 motor trans- 
port vehicles, 1,400,104 small arms 
and machine guns and 19,110 
pieces of artillery have been sent 
to friendly nations since the as- 
sistance program began. 

It was disclosed that 126 air- 
planes went abroad in Septem- 
ber for a total through September 
of 2418 Air Force and Navy-sup- 
plied planes.

It was the voice of the pie 
auctioneer, which is now being 
heard throughout the land, and 
as sure a sign. of fall in Missouri 
and the Middlewest as the red on 
the oak and the frost on the 
pumpkin. 

He is the harbinger of the pie 
supper season, which starts in 
September and lasts until after 
Thanksgiving, and is. now in full 
flower. 


As he lifts a pie and sings its 
praises, somewhere in the crowd 
in the one-room- school house ,a 
teen-age girl blushes and tries to 
look unconcerned, Somewhere in 
the back of the room where the 
men and those who are almost 
men are congregated, a grinning 
teen-ager, almost lost in the pro- 
tective coloration of a cluster of 
other jean-clad, shuffle-footed 
teen-agers, lifts one finger. That's 
all he has to do. The auctioneer 
spots it. If he is a good auc- 
tioneer he will have had his eye 
on this young man anyway, be- 
cause he knows who the pie be- 
longs to, and he knows who's 
ready to spend his savings to get 
it. 

But from the other side of the 
room another finger is raised and 
the game is on. The bidding goes 
higher and the auctioneer’s chant 
gets louder and faster. The sec- 
ond bidder doesn’t really want 
the pie, but it’s a game to make 
a fellow pay.as much as can be 
squeezed out of him for his girl's, 
or his wife’s pie.: As the auction- 
eer puts it, “You better buy this 
pie or you'll get outvand open 
everysgate all the :way-home,”. . 

Finally the pie is knoeked 
down to the young man who 
made the first bid. 

The girl who made the pie 
sighs with relief and the look of 
strain leaves her face.

The origin of the pie supper, 
like a lot of American institu- 
tions, is obscure.

H seaport of British Columbia 

the great Canadian boom is 
visible for all to see. Perhaps it 
was best described by a gnarled 
and grizzled prospector, who left 
Prince Rupert a decade ago for 


the remote creeks of the Yukon, 
and has just returned. 


“When I went off to the real 
North Country,” said the old- 
timer, “Prince Rupert was just a 
poky fishing town. Now it’s an 
industrial city. So many things 
have happened while I’ve been 
away that I feel kind of like Rip 
Van Winkle, come back after his 
long sleep.” 


Prince Rupert is a symbol of 
the awakening which has stirred 
Canada from the Maritimes to 
Vancouver Island. On a wooded 
island eight miles from the City 
Hall, a $27,000,000 pulp mill 
built by the Celanese Corp. of 
America crunches hemlock and 
spruce logs. Far up fiords and 
inlets, men fell trees to feed this 
farthest north pulp plant ever 
built on the North American con- 
tinent. 


Forty miles south of Prince Ru- 
pert, at the end of another nar- 
row fiord, the Aluminum Co. of 
Canada is spending $500,000,000 
to build the largest power plant 
yet built with private funds. It 
will produce 1,600,000 horsepower 


of hydroelectricity, exceeded only 
by Grand Cotilee’Dam. This is’ 


the Kitimat project. In the ‘In- 


. dian village of Kitimat, with a 


population today of 350 people, 
will rise the world’s No. 1 alumi- 
num factory, with an ultimate 
capacity of 550,000 tons of alumi- 
num a year. Already carpenters 
and riveters and stone-masons are 
at\ work erecting the plant. A 
model community has been 
planned and Kitimat’s population 
is expected to soar to at least 50,- 
000 men, women and children 
when the huge manufacturing en- 
terprise is in full operation. 


On a Saturda¥ night loggers 
from the tall timber, belt-line 
hands from the. pulp mill and 
construction crews from Kitimat 
stroll along Prince Rupert's steep 
streets, 
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OT so long ago two trains a 

week rumbled half-empty to 

Prince Rupert over the most 
northerly @anscontinental line in 
North America, the Canadian 
National route which conquers 
Yellowhead Pass in the Rockies 
and then follows a labyrinth of 
gorges and canyons for 700 
spectacular miles to salt water. 


Now a long steel passenger 
train, ‘with sleeping cars and 
diners, whistles in and out of 
Rupert each day except Sunday. 
In 1948 only one. Mountie 
constable was on duty in Prince 
Rupert. As the boom reached 
into the backwoods and along the 
frontier, the detachment of Moun- 
ties was enlarged, The Rupert 
outpost at present has burgeoned 
to two corporals, 12 constables 
and three special constables. 


These men patrol by motor 
boat up the inlets, by car on the 
dusty Skeena highway and with 
planes into the huge jumble of 


sprawls behind the seaport. 


“All .kinds of new families 
here,” said a tall Mountie in 
coco-brown field jacket and blue 
breeches with broad gold stripe. 
“When I talk to folks I find that 
lots of them are from ‘the 
States.” Some come from as far 
off as Texas or _ California. 
They've heard about the, oppor- 
tunity in Canada and want to try

American bill. 

This Canadian financial su- 
premacy is underwritten by tre- 
Canadian — production 
which rises almost from month to 
month. Canada’s annual produc- 
tion in 1951° was a record $21,- 
217,000,000. 


“Canada is lucky,” commented 


Reg T. Rose, chairman of the. 


Board of Trade in Vancouver, 
now Canada’s No. 3 city after 
Montreal and Toronto. “Canada 
tackles its frontier in the electric 
age and in the dawn of the 
atomic age. America pushed 
back its frontier in the era when 
the horse and buggy were giving 
way to the internal-combustion 
engine. Thus the United States 
could not exploit its resources as 
efficiently as a comparatively 
ger Canadian population is able 
o do.”

Scientists have demonstrated 
that the petroleum can be washed 
out with scalding-hot water, but 
the process is too costly to com- 
pete with open pools of oil in 
other fields.

mies can be effected in the hot- 
water routine to make commer- 
cial development of the tar sands 
a reality. The fabulous deposits 
cover an area the size of the 
state. of Indiana and resemble 
steaming asphalt in odor and 
appearance, Alexander Mackenzie 
heard of these dark black oil 
swamps when he met Indians as 
he paddled to the Arctic Ocean 
in 1793. 

By night, on the plains of 
Alberta, natural gas flares burn 
like gigantic torches. Prospectors 
frequently carry hollow _ iron 
tubes in their knapsacks.

When Pinky reached his teens 
he was a child prodigy — a boy 
contralto. Gus Edwards heard 
him sing at a school function 
and signed him up. Hpwever, just 
about that time Pinky's voice be- 
gan to change. 

And at school the youthful 
singer was trying out for a na- 
tional oratorical contest. “A won- 
derful thesis,” Pinky recalls, 
“Jefferson and the Constitution.” 

As soon as he opened” his 
mouth the school assembly 
roared with laughter. He got 
rattled, mixed up his words, and 
the audience 0 laughed more. 
The combination of the cracking 
voice, his lisp and the general 
nervousness turned the whole 
performance into a comedy — for 
everybody except Pinky. 

Because of his voice, the Gus

One thing he liked about the 
dressing room, however, was the 
clothes rack that ran across the 
ceiling. He hung up his trous- 
ers, accidentally scraped the 
hanger against a glass bubble— 
and set off a sprinkling system 
which flooded the entire base- 
ment, including the sets and cos- 


tumes.

CHARLESTON, W. Va. 
NY WEEKDAY morning, you can see a hand- 
some, grey-haired woman push a wheel 
chair up the ramp to the back entrance 
of the main building at Morris Harvey 
College here. 

Slowly, the woman backs into the door. 
Holding it open with her body, she pushes the 
chair, in which a man sits, into the hall. 

* The “Doctors Merry” have arrived at work. 

Dr. Frieda Keifer Merry wheels her husband, 
Dr. Ralph Vickers Merry, to the door of a class- 
room. Leaning on his cane, Dr. Merry gets out 
of the chair and walks carefully to a desk in 
front of the room. His wife folds the collapsible 
wheelchair against the wall and h 8s.off to 
a classroom nearby. 

@ To the 63 other faculty members ‘and 1,800 
students at Morris Harvey, there is nothing 
unusual in this ritual. They're used to watch- 
ing the Merrys accomplish a daily miracle. 

@ Besides, Dr. Ralph Merry, who is almost 
totally blind, more than half deaf and afflicted 
with a muscle and nerve disorder, just isn’t 
the kind of man you’d consider handicapped. 
e A few minutes after he opens a class in 
psychology or philosophy, the students are 
usually chuckling. “There are no long faces in 
my classroom—including my own,” he says. 


How He Does it 


R. MERRY has a student assistant who sits 
beside him and relays to him, in a loud 
voice everything that’s said. 

Dr.-Merry keeps lesson notes in Braille. He 
also has a Braille attendance chart. Using it, 
he can turn and face a student when he asks 
a question. 

At home, Dr. Merry makes his way around 
by holding onto furniture. Much of the time 
he listens to the “talking book’’—novels, arti- 
cles, and biographies which have been re- 
corded. Mrs. Merry reads aloud to him, too. 

Ralph Merry was born 49 years ago in 
Magog, Quebec, where his father ran the gov- 
ernment fish hatchery. At the age of six, he 
had diphtheria. It left him with some of his 
infirmities. 

As Dr. Merry puts it, “Like eggs, my condi- 
tion hasn’t improved with age.” Although he 
is technically blind, Dr. Merry has some vision. 
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“I can see some objects, depending on whether 
they’re male or female,” he jokes. 

His hearing grew worse after a mastoid op- 
eration in 1928. Then, in 1937, he tried to get 
on his ‘feet. too soon after an appendicitis op- 
eration. Result: the wheel chair. 

“When I first got ill, I was too young to ana- 
lyze my feelings,” Dr. Merry says. “Yet I don’t 
think I was ever bitter. I have never spent 
much time grieving—I have always found so 
many other things to do.” 

Among these were going through prep 
school, McGill University and Harvard. 

His academic career was kicked off by a 
scholarship in research at Perkins Institution, 
near Boston. His boss there was a young 
woman named Dr. Frieda Keifer. 

Now, Dr. Merry laughs, “I went down there 
as a research assistant to my wife. I still am!” 
But it was no case of love at first sight. 

“My first impression of Frieda when I met 

her at a staff reception was very distinctive,” 
Dr. Merry says. “We didn’t like each other.” 
@ And his wife, who is six years older, recalls, 
“I thought he was the most conceited individ- 
ual I’d ever met. He knew all the answers. 
Then, when we got working together and go- 
ing out together, my opinion of him changed. 
I suppose Ralph just grew on me, and, of 
course, we had a lot of interests in common.” 
@ Though staff romances were discouraged, 
theirs bloomed. . 

Says Dr. Merry, “Perhaps because it was 
difficult, we did something about it,” Their 
courtship involved occasional dinners and 
shows in Boston, but most of the time they 
“just. sat in the waiting room of South Street 
Station and talked.” 

At dinner one night, Dr. . Merry paepened.

had already made up my mind,” Mrs. Merry 
recalls, “and I told him the answer was yes.” 

“TI checked the next day to see if she still felt 
the same way,” says Dr. Merry.

her that made her accept. It seemed too good 
to be true. I still feel that way. 


“But the really important thing for me was 
that I didn’t want Prieda.to marry me out of 
pity. I’ve never relished the idea of people 
feeling sorry for me...” : 

“I didn’t!” snaps Mrs. Merry. “I have never 
felt sorry for Ralph. I felt we could have a 
wonderful life together. We never feel com- 
fortable away from each other. We’re part of 
each other. Ralph has given me so much; I 
depend on him a lot. He keeps me up to snuff.” 
@ This wonderful life together started on 
June 1, 1929, for the Merrys. They stayed in the 
Boston area until 1932, when Ralph got his 
doctor’s degree from Harvard. 
© Then they returned to Dayton, O., where 
Frieda, a doctor’s daughter, had grown up. 
They practiced clinical psychology until they 
got a job at Holbrook College; Lebanon, O. 

In 1934, Morris Harvey College invited them 
to join the faculty for a year.
